COLORING MATTER. 

A. D. 1855, May 28, 

LEESE, JOSEPH. J UNIOR.—“ Improve 
ments for obtaining colouring matter.” 
This invention consists in extracting 
indigo from waste “linen and cotton 
rags of every description which have 
been dyed or printed with indigo.” 
‘* First, I saturate the rags with a 
solution of any protosalt of iron, and 
then treat the rags with an alkali.” 
* Second, I saturate the rags with a 
solution of any protosalt of tin, and 
then treat the rags with any alkali, or 
I saturate the rags with a solution of 
protoxide of tin in an alkali.” “ Third, 
I treat the rags with alkali circulating 
through metallic tin in a minute state 
of division.” “Fourth, I submit the 
rags to the action of double sulphuret 
of arsenic and sodium or potassium, 
produced by the mixture of sulphuret 
of arsenic and soda or potash.” “Fifth. 
I saturate the rags with glucose, and 
then with alkali, or I saturate the rags 
with a mixture of giucose and alkali.”

A New Liquip Givur.—To produce a good 
glue size, dissolve-in a copper pan, heated 
by indirect steam, four and one-half to five 
pounds of soda in twenty pounds to twenty- 
four pounds of boiling water; then add to 
it, stirring well at the time, thirty pounds 
of powdered resin, keeping the whoie con- 
tinually boiling until all the resin is per- 
fectly dissolved. This soda-resin composi- 
tion, dissolved in the proportion of one 
pound of resin to thirty pounds to forty 
pounds of water, is to be mixed well to- 
gether with a glue solution, made by dis- 
solving ten pounds of glue in about thirty 
pounds to forty pounds of water; then boil . 
up both solutions together for about ten 
minutes, after which run it through a fine 
sieve or filter, and it is then ready for use. 
The best proportions for mixing the veget- 
able animal sizes are, for one and a half 
parts resin, add one part glue. 

STENCILING.—Water-colors must have size 
or gum mixed with them, and oil or flat col- 
ors may be mixed in the ordinary way; be 
careful not to fill the stencil brush too full, 
but dab it out on something every time 
fresh color is taken up; ond the colors must 
be as thick as possible, or the stencil design 
will be a failure. 

ATTACHING EMERY TO Woop.—Glue is the 
best cement to use to attach emery to wood, 
paper, cork, or cloth ; and of course boiling 
water is the best means of removal if the 
article is left to soak in it awhile, But you 
can try the solid wheels, mounting them, 
like a circular saw op a spindle to run in @ 
lathe or grinding machine. 

ManoGany PotisH.—To give wood a ma- 
hogany polish, grind burnt sienna in water 
or beer; add more water to the shade re- 
quired; when dry, size quickly with thin- 
nish glue, or patent size, and varnish. For 
rosewood grind separately vandyke brown, 
and use as above, or mix to tint required.

WOAD. 

Woad is an annual which is culti- 
vated in Europe for dyeing purposes. 
It furnishes a beautiful yellow color, 
which is specially present in the tops 
of the flowers. The plant comes into 
commerce in the form of dried bundles 
M. Chevreuil has found in it a color- 
ing matter to which he gives the 
name of /uteoline. A decoction made 
during a quarter of an hour with a 
portion of the terminal leaves mixed 
with pods of the woad and ten parts 
of boiling water deposits when cool 
according to M. Chevreuil, flakes of a 
slight olive brown yellow. which are 
formed of luteoline, of a crystallizable 
white matter. an azote matter, oxide of 
iron, lime and silex. When the de 
coction is filtered it is a reddish 
yellow. It has a disagreeable and 
peculiar oder, with a sweet bitter 
taste. It only effects glue slightly, 
and is acid with sunflower paper. To 
these characteristics Chevreuil adds 
the following: It contains sulphate of 
lime end chloride of calcium in small 
quantity, and a great deal of soluble 
salts with a lime basis. Potash 
changes the color from golden yellow 
to a greenish shade, Baryta gives a 
flaky precipitate of fine yellow. Alum 
gives aslight yellow precipitate, The 
hydrochlorate of protoxide of zine, 
and especially the acetate of lead give 
a more abundant yellow precipitate. 
The precipitate which is formed by 
the acetate of copper is a red ap- 
proaching to green. The sulphate of 
protoxide of iron colors it an olive 
brown, and only leaves a slight brown 
precipitate. Sulphuric acid concen- 
trates the color in red and precipitates 
somes flakes, when the acid is weak it 
only roils it, 


Nitrie acid without. precipitating 
darkens its color. Oxalic acid predipi- 
tates the oxalate of lime, and the 
filtered liquor is of a very pale yellow. 
Acetic acid without precipitating 
weakens its color, but much: less -so 
than oxalic acid, The watery solution 


of iodine produces nothing remark-, 


able. A little chlorine changes the 
color red and precipitates flakes... lf 
an excess is exhibited the ned disap- 
pears, and the liquor rechanges to 
yellow. The luteoline.the coluring 
matter which M. Chevreuil, has ex- 
tracted from the woad, can be sub-

rather acid than alkaline. It is very 
soluble. in water, and although it 
scarcely colors this” liquid it give it 
the property of dyeing silk and wool 
(which have: been impregnated with 
alunt and which are put into it at a 
slightly elevated temperature) a fine 
greenish yellow. It is soluble in al- 
cohol and inether. A watery solution 
of potash colors it a splendid gold 
yellow, which gradually changes to 
greenish yellow, then russet, by ab- 
sorbing. oxygen. The solutions of 
baryta, strontium, lime, and ammo- 
ina actin a similar manner. 

The acetate of lead, alum and the 
acetate of copper precipitate its 
watery solution yellow. The sulphate 
of peroxide of iron precipitate it in 
olive-brown. Concentrated sulphuric 
acid develops a yellow color which 
approaches red rather than green. 

Gradually red flakes are produced. 
The concentrated nitre acid, in which 
it is diluted, will dissolve it, the solu- 
tion is of a greenish-orange yellow; it 
precipitates by water. ‘Ihe volatility 
of the coloring matter and its resist- 
ance to the action of concentrated 
acids place it among the, most stable 
substances of this order. M. Chev 
reuil has found qualities in it very 
similar to the coloring matter of quer- 
citron and rosewood. By applying 
his process to the decoction of woad, 
M. Preisser obtains a clear yellow 
liquor, which, on cooling, throws 
down a large quantity of yeilowish- 
white scales; large yellow scales are 
obtained on boiling with some drops 
of chromic acid, they are similar to 
iodide of lead. ‘The yellow matter is 
the luteoline; it is presented in the 
shape of white scales which are solu- 
ble in water.—Paper T'rade Journal. 


CEMENT FOR LEATHER BELTING. 
‘Take common giue and Anierican is- 
inglass, equal parts; place them ina 
boiler and add water sufficient to just 
cover the whole. Let it soak ten 
hours, then bring the whole to a boil- 
ing heat, and add pure tannin until 
the whole, becomes ropey or appears 
like the white of the eggs. Apply it 
warm. Buff the grain off the leather 
where it is to be cemented; rul the 
joint surfaces. solidly together, let it 
dry for.a few hours, and it is ready for 
practical use; and if properly put 
together, it will not need riveting,

The southwest corner of Second and 
Green streets, though not the oldest 
drug stand in the city, has been used 
for the sale of medicines for over halfa 
century. So far as we could learn Wil- 
liam Seattergood was the first occupant 
of the place, opening it asa retail drug 
store in about 1818. In 18382 Robert 
Shoemaker went into the store as an ap- 
prentice, and in 1837 came into posses- 
sion of the place, where he remained 
carrying on both the wholesale and’ re- 
tail business until 1857, when he moved 
to his present location, corner of Fourth 
and Race streets. Mr. Shoemaker was 
the first person in the United States to 
make glycerin, and his first results were 
sold at $10 per pound. As it was only 
sun bleached it was quite dark, and of 
course would not bear comparison with 
the standard article of the present day, 
though selling at only 65 cents per 
pound. It is to be regretted no samples 
of the productions of those early times 
have been’ preserved. Mr. 8. was also 

one of the first manufacturing phar- 
macists of this city. "He was succeeded 
by Ziegler & Smith, who kept the stand 
until the latter part of 1864, when they 
moved to121 North Fourth street. This 
firm in turn were sueceeded by Valen- 
tine H. Smith & Co., the present 6ccu- 
pants. 

With each new firm additions were 
made to the size and business of the 
original store, until when Messrs. Smith 
& Co. took it the business filled four 
stories of a building 20x100. This they 
found entirely too limited for their in- 
creasing business, and last spring they 
secured the adjoining building, which is 
the same size 4s the old one, and trans- 
ferred their oil and paint department to 
it.. This new building also afforded 
them a much better opportunity to 
classify and display their goods. They 
make a@ specialty of supplying retail 
druggists with all needed articles, and 
keep constantly on band a full stock of 
what is popularly known as “ druggists’ 
sundries.” The first floor is devoted 
wholly to the display of samples, and we 
must say they make a fine showing; and 
the upper floors aré used for storage and | 
packing entirely. Thestand ‘has always 
borne a most excellent reputation, and 
we are sure the present occupants will 
add to rather than diminish f:om its 
standard character.

THE COPAIBA TREE OF BRAZIL, 
HOW THE BALSAM IS COLLECTED. 


Mr, Robert Cross, a correspondent 
of the London Geographical Maga- 
zine, gives, ina late number of that 
periodical, an interesting account of 
the tapping of the copaiba tree by the 
balsam collectors, an operation which, 
he says, has never before been accu- 
rately described by any traveller, nor 
explained in any scientific work in the 
English language, 

‘The tree yielding the balsam, the 
capivi of commerce, has a wide, dis- 
tribution throughout the valley of the 
Amazon, and also in the forests of 
Guiana, Venezuela, and the United 
States of Columbia. There are sev- 
eral species of it, but all are }egumi- 
nous, and belong to the genus ‘copai- 
fera. The finest variety, which pro- 
duces the “white copaiba,” grows in 
the Province of Para, Brazil, from 
which large quantities are annually 
shipped to the French market. ‘The 
trees are now comparatively scarce, 
owing to the method of gathering the 
balsam, and the collector is obliged 
to muke long trips in a canoe up the 
tributaries of the Amazon, or pene- 
trate deep into the forests along its 

anks. 

Mr. Cross accompanied a collector 
and his.boy iuto the forests.of Para 
about. the middle of October. . Each 
earried a fair travelling load, consist- 
ing of food and necessaries, the col- 
lector himself bearing in addition a 
large tin of the capacity of about five 
On reaching a copaiba.tree, 
the collector struck the trunk with 
his axe handle, when:a hollow sound 
was produced. The grand, symmetri- 


cal trunk was clear of branches to,a |, 


height of at least ninety feet, above 
which the crown spread out flatly, the 
slender, interlaced bough,clothed with 
little pinnate foliage, forming an 
agreeable shade from the rays of the 
sun. Thecircumference at three feet 
from the ground was seven feet two 
inches. 

“The person who. suczessfully taps 
a copaiba tree must be a skillful axe- 
man. Achamber orcavity is cut in 
the trunk not much broader than the 
axe. but sufficient to allow the work- 
man to vary the course to the heart of 
the tree in sucha way that he may 
not miss what is termed the,‘ vein’ or 
channel, usually met with near the 
centre, from which the balsam flows. 
The base or floor of the chamber must 
be carefully and neatly cut with a 
gentle upward slope, and it should

Mr. Cross observed that all of the 
wood cut through and ‘the chips were 
bedewed with drops of balsam, an im- 
portant fact, showing that every atom 
of wood in the tree contains a certain 
amount of eopaiba, . The bark did not 
appear to possess any. Although 
balsam will drop slowly froma tapped 
trunk fora month, the custom is to 
allow a good tree ‘only two or three 
hours to drain, and then proceed to 
another. The largest trees will some- 
times yield four ‘ potos,” equal to 
eighty-four English imperial pints. 

It is difficult to obtain seeds or 
plants of the copaiba, as the seeds on 
falling are immediate!y eaten ‘by an 
anima] about the sizéofarat Every- 
where underneath ‘the trees the 
ground is traversed’ by a network of 
paths made by this animal. Each 
little pod contains only one seed, 
which is coated over by a white wax- 
like substance, having. a delicious 
aroma. The seed itself is black, and 
about the size and form of a field 
bean.

The roots on the average were 1% to 2 
inches in diameter near their attach- 
ment to the root-stock, and tapering 
downward. The root-stocks of scme 
Rheum raphonticum of eleven years’ 
growth, which was lying near, were not 
more than quarter the size. 

When the outer portion was cate- 
fully sliced off in different parts of the 
root-stock and root, it nowhere presented 
the appearance characteristic of the true 
Russian rhubarb. The cortical portion 
was then removed in several places (this 
being always absent in Russian rhubarb), 
and the meditulliam’ or central point 
sliced in like manner, but no trace of 
the network which so markedly distin- 
guishes the Russian rhubarb could be 
seen. These marks are well represented 
in Goebel and Kunze, pt. II., tab. 1., fig. 
20. 

The transverse section of the root-stock 
also is not so finely grained, and al- 
though it is marked with many stellate 
spots, the markings are much larger and 
bolder than those of Russian rhubarb, 
and, in fact, approach more nearly to 
the markings on English rbubarb. The 
sections of the true roots present only 
a radiate structure without any stellate 
markings. In my opinion, the Ra«sian 
root is produced by a plant which has a 
much less rapid growth than the noble 
Rheum officinale, Baill. 

From the English rhubarb the dei. 

- stock differs. chiefly in its paler color, 
mach larger size, and in the abundance 
of large stellate markings, As regards 
its medicinal properties, there is reason 
to believe that it is much stronger than 
the English kind, acd probably equal to 
the East Indian. It will most likely be 
soon’ tried at two of the London hos- 
pitals, and a report upon its action will 
doubtless follow in due course and 
awaken considerable interest.

In odor and 
taste the root is fully identical with the 
Chinese rhubarb, but in activity it is at 
least one-fourth weaker than the latter, 
according to the observations of Dr. V. 
Vogelpoel. 

Mr. Schmidt directed the attention of 
the government as early as 1874 towards 
the possibility of improving this va 
riety of rhubarb by cultivation, so as 
to raise it to an equal with Chinese rhu- 
barb. It appears to be abundant enougb, 
as the Javanese, who generally churge 
high prices for their native remedies, 
only ask about 1 gulden (about 14 cents) 
per kilo of the best quality. As the 
therapeutic value of Chinese rhubarb is 
best known to improve up to a certain 
age, the effect of any efforts on behalf 
of the government to improve the Jay- 
anese species will not be known defin- 
itely for several years. 

Schmidt gives the results of compara- 
tive assays of Chinese and of Javanese 
rhubarb, which show considerable differ- 
ence of composition. 

It is not knewn what particular species 
of Rheum is the source of this Javanese 
rhubarb, but the determination of this 
point is comparatively an easy matter, 
as the places of growth are easily acces-

Upon Gunung Unarang, and other 
mountains of Java, at a height of 2,000- 
4,000 feet, a species of Rheum is found, 
the root of which forms an article of 
trade, and is termed akar kelomba by the 
natives, who use it as a cathartic.

Dr. Lie- 
breich pceinted this out when first he 
discovered and investigated the thera- 
peutic effects of chloral and introduced 
it into medicine. It appe«rs, however, 
that manufacturers, pharmacentists, and 
physicians, have by no means been 
mindful of the cautions which he then’ 
gave, and a large amount of the chloral 
in use is of the dangerous kind - indi- 
cated; it is, indeed, asserted, that of the 
chloral sold in solution in this country, 
80 to 90 per cent is made with other 
than the purest materials; and, unfortu- 
nately it appears that there is no known 
test by which the purity of the chloral 
when once in solution can be adequate- 
ly ascertained, . It is obvious that, in 
chloral hydrate, we have been endowed 
with an agent of inestimable therapentic 
value, but it is clearly one which is lia- 
ble to abuse, and not without its dan- 
gers; and if, indeed, it should prove— 
as Dr. Liebreich believes—that many, if 
not most, of ‘the accidents which have 
occurred, are due to the impure and 
most dangerous character of the article 
most rife in commerce, it bevdomes high- 
ly important that measures be taken to 
insure absolute purity in this most 
potent drug.
